Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Eighteenth  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  of  the  Borough  of  Goole  and  the  work  of 
the  Public  Health  Department  during  1964.  The  first  Annual  Report 
for  the  township  was  published  for  the  year  1875,  which  makes  this 
one  the  90th  in  the  series.

VITAL  STATISTICS  : 

312  live  births  were  registered;  35  less  than  in  1963.  This 
gives  a Birth  Rate  of  16.7  per  1,000  population  and,  by  the  applica- 
tion of  the  Comparability  Factor,  an  Adjusted  Birth  Rate  of  16.7. 
This  does  not  compare  favourably  with  the  County  figure  of  18.3 
nor  the  National  figure  of  18.4.  The  Stillbirth  Rate  is  3.2  per  1,000 
total  births  (1  stillbirth  only)  and  is  largely  responsible  for  the 
much  improved  Perinatal  Mortality  Rate  of  25.6.  Illegitimate  births 
totalled  16. 

213  deaths  were  registered  giving  a Crude  Death  Rate  of 
11.4  per  1,000  population  and  an  Adjusted  Death  Rate  of  11.9. 

Births  exceeded  deaths  by  99. 

10  deaths  occurred  under  the  age  of  one  year;  8 occurred  in 
the  first  month  of  life  and  7 of  these  in  the  first  week,  This  gives 
an  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  32.1.  The  County  Rate  was  22.1  and 
the  National  Rate  was  20.0. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  maternal  causes. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  : 

Of  the  427  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  381  were 
measles  which  occurred  mostly  in  the  months  of  June,  July  and 
August.  This  is  an  unusual  time  of  the  year  for  measles.  It  is  the 
right,  time  of  the  year,  however,  to  have  measles  with  the  best 
chance  of  avoiding  complications.  Two-thirds  of  the  total  occurred 
in  pre-school  children. 

This  Division  took  part  in  the  Measles  Vaccination  Trial  in 
October  and  November  and  I was  gratified  that  so  many  parents 
accepted  my  assurance  that,  the  vaccination  would  be  both  beneficial 
arid  harmless  and  registered  their  children.  The  trial  was  limited 
to  children  between  the  ages  of  10  months  and  2 years  and  33%  of 
children  eligible  were  registered.  148  children  were  selected  at 
random  and  received  two  injections,  the  others  being  registered  a* 


«©ntrols.  All  have  been  followed  up  at  quarterly  intervals.  Over 
a six  months  period  measles  has  occurred  in  this  age  group  as 
follows: —

At  this  stage  the  value  of  vaccination  against  measles  looks 
promising. 

POPULATION  : 

I have  noted  with  some  surprise  a recent  statement  in  connec- 
tion with  redevelopment  which  alleges  that  the  population  of  Goole 
Bo  rough  and  District  will  increase  by  several  thousands  in  the  next 
few  years.  It  would  be  interesting  to  know  the  method  used  in 
arriving  at  this  conclusion. 

The  annual  population  estimations  for  Goole  Borough  for 
ninety  years  are  recorded  in  the  Health  Department  and  a survey 
of  these  does  not  seem  to  indicate  that  any  increase  can  be  expected. 

In  the  forty  years  from  1874  to  1914,  the  peak  population 
year,  the  population  increased  rapidly  and  consistently  from  8,500 
to  21,578.  During  the  next  18  years  it  fell  to  18,452  and  climbed 
upwards  again  to  20,520  in  1932.  It  declined  steadily  over  the  next 
11  years  to  17,452  in  1943.  There  was  a slow  recovery  during  six 
years  but  only  to  19,600  in  1949.  From  1949  the  population  remained 
within  the  19,500 — 19,000  range  but  fell  in  1961  below  19,000  and 
has  stayed  there  with  a further  slight  drop  to  18,680  in  1964. 
Although  the  population  graph  shows  that  each  trough  is  followed 
by  a wave  of  recovery,  the  recovery  is  to  a lower  peak  each  time 
*o  that  the  overall  picture  is  of  a slow  decline  since  1914. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  part  of  the  alleged  increase  in 
population  will  come  from  the  nationally  rising  birth  rate  and  it  is 
true  that  the  number  of  births  in  England  and  Wales  has  shown  a 
significant  rise  recently.  This  rise  has  not  materialised  in  Goole  to 
any  great  extent.  After  an  increase  in  the  number  of  births  in 
Goole  during  1962  and  1963  births  fell  in  1964  to  the  lower  level 
which  persisted  throughout  the  1950s. 

A study  of  the  births  each  year  shows  an  interesting  and 
significant  paradox.  Births  always  exceed  deaths  and  in  the  earlier 
years  of  this  century  there  were  over  twice  as  many  births  as 
deaths.  In  recent  years  births  have  exceeded  deaths  by  nearly  100 
each  year.  Taking  the  last  fifteen  years,  and  ignoring  the  babies 
who  did  not  survive  the  first  year,  the  population  should  have 
increased  by  an  excess  of  births  over  deaths  of  1,438.  It  did  not. 
All  these  children  are  under  school-leaving  age  and  the  majority 
are  still  in  our  schools.  It  is  not  unreasonable  to  deduce  from  this 
that  the  population  drain  is  occurring  at  ages  over  school-leaving 
age,  and  it  is  a safe  assumption  that  people  who  work  away  from 
Goole  will  inevitably  live  away  from  Goole. 

In  my  opinion  the  population  of  Goole  Borough  will  fluctuate 
between  18,500  andl9,000  with  the  possibility  of  a further  slight 
decline  and  will  not  show  any  increase  in  the  foreseeable  future, 
that  is,  until  more  and  better  opportunities  for  employment  are 
created  in  Goole. 
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PERINATAL  MORTALITY  RATE  : 

This  Rate  which  is  calculated  on  the  number  of  stillbirths 
plus  the  number  of  first  week  deaths  per  1,000  total  births  called 
for  unfavourable  comment  in  my  last  Report.  One  must  not  attach 
too  much  importance  to  sudden  annual  fluctuations  either  good  or 
bad  as  they  are  seldom  permanent  but  the  occurrence  of  only  one 
stillbirth,  when  previously  the  number  has  never  fallen  below  four, 
should  be  recorded.  As  a result  of  this  Goole  has  a Perinatal  Mor- 
tality Rate  of  25.6  against  the  County  Rate  of  30.0.  This  raises 
Goole  from  82nd  position  to  the  29th  position  in  the  89  constituent 
authorities  in  the  West  Riding. 

CANCER  : 

Cancer  deaths  remained  about  the  same  level  as  in  1963  but 
deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  fell  from  nine  to  four, 
all  male.  There  is  an  indication  in  the  national  figures  that  deaths 
from  cancer  of  the  lung  are  not  increasing  at  quite  so  rapid  a rate. 

It  seems  appropriate  to  quote  from  a small  booklet  published 
by  the  Cancer  Information  Centre,  which  exists  “not  to  frighten  but 
to  enlighten”,  a few  sentences  which  have  an  urgent  message  for 
everyone. 

“It  is  tragic  that  a human  being  should  lose  his  life  through 
lack  of  information  on  how  to  save  it;  it  is  even  more  tragic  for 
him  to  delay  acting  on  what  he  knows  until  it  is  too  late. 

Cancer  is  so  common  that  none  of  us  will  go  through  life 
without  it  crossing  our  path,  even  if  we  are  lucky  enough  to  avoid 
a personal  collision  with  it.  We  must  learn  to  recognise  the  Seven 
Danger  Signals  and  be  aware  of  the  absolute  necessity  of  treatment 
at  the  earliest  indication  of  cancerous  growth. 

The  Seven  Danger  Signals  are: 

1.  Unusual  bleeding  or  discharge. 

2.  A lump  or  thickening  in  the  breast  or  elsewhere. 

3.  A sore  that  does  not  heal. 

4.  Change  in  bowel  or  bladder  habits. 

5.  Hoarseness  or  cough. 

6.  Difficulty  in  swallowing. 

7.  Change  in  a wart  or  mole. 

If  your  signal  lasts  more  than  four  weeks  go  to  your  doctor. 
Usually  they  are  symptons  of  some  disorder  other  than  cancer  but 

they  may  indicate  the  presence  of  a malignant  growth Following 

this  rule  has  saved  many  lives,  and  some  day  it  may  save  yours”. 

MENTAL  HEALTH : 

By  the  end  of  1964  the  Rawcliffe  Training  Centre  for  severely 
subnormal  patients  had  reached  its  overall  capacity  of  64  patients 
and  plans  for  considerable  extensions  are  under  consideration. 
Adults  are  doing  regular  sub-contract  work  for  County  Supplies  and 
are  earning  up  to  7/6d.  a week  incentive  money. 

In  December  a Day  Social  Centre  for  patients  convalescing 
from  psychiatric  illness  became  fully  operative  in  the  old  school  at 
Snaith  and  is  the  first  Centre  of  this  kind  in  the  West  Riding.  Here 
patients  can  rehabilitate  socially  and  industrially  under  the  guid- 
ance of  an  instructor  on  their  progression  from  hospital  back  to  full 
community  life. 
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Finally  I am  happy  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  con- 
tinued support  and  interest  of  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee  and  for  the  efficiency  and  co-operation  of 
the  staffs  of  the  Borough  Public  Health  Department,  the  County 
Divisional  Health  Office  and  the  Rawcliffe  Training  Centre,  of  the 
Medical,  Nursing  and  Mental  Health  Officers  and  the  Voluntary 
Workers  in  Clinics.

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


* * >;<  >:< 

Goole  is  the  most  inland  and  one  of  the  busiest  and  important 
of  the  East  Coast  Ports,  being  situated  on  the  navigable  and  tidal 
portion  of  the  Yorkshire  Ouse  about  fifty  miles  from  the  sea.  It  is 
located  in  the  flat  alluvial  plain  of  the  vale  of  York,  at  the  extreme 
eastern  portion  of  the  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire. 

It  lies  at  a lower  level  than  the  waters  of  the  ordinary  tides 
which  are  prevented  from  overflowing  by  artifically  raised  banks. 
The  general  level  of  the  town  is  eight  to  twelve  feet  above  sea  level. 

The  sub-soil  consists  of  alluvial  deposit  or  warp,  which  is 
naturally  damp.  Below  the  warp,  at  a depth  of  about  six  feet,  is 
a layer  of  peat  which  varies  in  thickness  from  less  than  one  foot 
to  more  than  six  feet  in  different  parts  of  the  town.  Immediately 
below  the  peat  is  a layer  of  laminated  clay  which  is  generally 

covered  with  a thin  bed  of  sand. 

/ 

Although  Goole  Borough  has  an  area  of  only  1,267  acres  it  is 
the  market  town  for  a large  agricultural  district  being  entirely 
surrounded  by  the  Goole  Rural  District  with  an  area  of  over  38,000 
acres.  Its  next  nearest  neighbour  is  the  Howden  Rural  District 
across  the  river  Ouse  in  the  East  Riding  of  Yorkshire,  from  whence 
it  also  attracts  trade. 

Together  with  an  extensive  coastal  trade  the  port  has  important 
commercial  dealings  with  the  continental  and  Baltic  ports.  The 
export  of  coal  produced  in  the  South  Yorkshire  Coalfield  and  the 
import  and  export  of  general  merchandise  being  the  life-blood  of 
the  town.  The  majority  of  the  working  population  find  their 
livelihood  in  shipping,  shipbuilding  and  repairing,  engineering, 
milling,  malting,  fertiliser,  fibre-glass  and  dextrine  manufacture, 
wholesale  clothing,  agriculture,  and  their  ancillary  trades. 

The  Corporation  own  the  market  hall,  cattle  market,  slaughter- 
house, library,  parks  and  public  gardens,  public  baths,  and  a 
pleasure  ground  for  outdoor  athletic  pursuits.  The  Corporation 
owns  2,052  dwellings  and  has  made  provision  for  the  building  of 
another  94.  Every  house  has  an  adequate  supply  of  pure  water 
and  the  town  in  now  entirely  on  the  water  carriage  system.  The 
state  of  employment  is  good  and  this  is  reflected  in  the  general  well- 
being of  the  people.  With  few  exceptions  all  streets  both  front  and 
back  have  been  properly  made  up  and  adopted  by  the  local 
authority.  Goole  can  be  truly  described  as  a clean  and  well  admin- 
istered small  town,  with  reasonable  amenities  and  pleasant  rural 
surroundings  despite  the  very  flat  nature  of  the  countryside  which 
is  said  to  resemble  the  flat  parts  of  the  Netherlands.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  twenty-ninth  annual 
report,  on  the  work  carried  out  by  your  Public  Health  Inspectors 
during  the  year  1964. 

HOUSING. 

The  whole  of  the  houses  in  the  Old  Goole  Clearance  Area  have 
been  vacated,  the  occupants  rehoused  and  the  houses  demolished. 
Twenty-two  houses  in  Duckells  Buildings  have  been  vacated,  the 
occupants  rehoused  and  the  houses  are  to  be  demolished.  Nineteen 
houses  in  Vermuyden  Terrace  have  been  vacated,  the  occupants 
rehoused  and  the  houses  are  in  the  course  of  demolition.  7 and  9 
Bridge  Street  have  been  demolished.  19  Quay  Street  has  been 
closed.  Seven  houses  in  Hook  Road  and  Axholme  Street  have  been 
vacated  the  occupants  rehoused  and  the  houses  are  to  be  demolished. 
Numbers  39  to  51  North  Street,  1 and  2 Back  North  Street  and 
1,  2,  3 and  4 Back  East  Parade  have  been  vacated,  the  occupants 
rehoused  and  the  houses  demolished. 

IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS. 

During  the  year  90  applications  were  made  for  discretionary 
grants  and  85  schemes  were  given  final  approval.  The  remainder 
were  awaiting  decisions  at  the  close  of  the  year.  Two  large  family 
houses  were  converted  into  six  self-contained  flats.  In  one  instance 
the  unoccupied  rooms  over  business  premises  were  converted  into 
a useful  fiat.  23  applications  were  made  for  standard  grants  and 
22  grants  were  made.  Except  for  the  flats  mentioned  above  all  the 
discretionary  grants  were  for  the  provision  of  bathrooms  and 
incidental  works.  The  standard  grants  were  for  the  provision  of 
internal  waterclosets  21,  baths  1,  washbasins  1,  pantry  3.

CANNED  CORNED  BEEF. 

Subsequent  to  the  outbreak  of  typhoid  fever  in  Aberdeen  a 
search  was  made  in  the  food  shops  in  the  Borough  for  suspected 
corned  beef.  One  hundred  tins  were  found  and  returned  for  holding 
until  a decision  had  been  made  as  to  their  use.  During  the  course 
of  t lie  search  for  the  above  tins  135  visits  were  made  to  shops  and 
104  letters  sent  to  shopkeepers. 

COMPLAINTS  ABOUT  FOOD. 

Complaints  were  received  regarding  a wasp  in  a stick  of  mint 
rock,  a fly  in  a sliced  loaf,  a dirty  milk  bottle  and  two  instances  of 
mouldy  meat  pies.  In  one  instance  proceedings  were  instituted  and 
the  vendor  was  fined  £25.  In  the  other  instances  the  vendors  were 
warned  as  to  their  future  conduct. 

IIOOK  DRAIN. 

As  long  ago  as  1000  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
referred  to  the  unsatisfactory  state  of  Hook  Drain.  In  many  of 
my  annual  reports  I have  also  drawn  the  attention  of  the  Council 
to  the  unsatisfactory  state  of  this  which  was  originally  constructed 
as  an  agricultural  drain  but  liad  of  recent  years  been  receiving 
sewage  from  properties  in  the  rural  district.  This  has  now  ceased 
with  the  sewering  of  the  village  of  Hook  but  I am  pleased  to  report 
that  a long  length  of  Hook  Drain  has  now  been  culverted  and  the 
remainder  will  be  culverted  in  the  ensuing  year. 

IMPROVEMENTS  IN  LICENSED  PREMISES. 

At  the  Wheatsheaf  Hotel,  Albert  Street  the  urinals  have  been 
reconstructed  and  a deep  sink  with  hot  and  cold  water  provided  in 
the  bar. 

At  the  Royal  Hotel  in  Aire  Street  extensive  alterations  and 
improvements  have  been  carried  out. 

At  the  Mariners  Arms  in  Dock  Street  a new  stainless  steel  sink 
has  been  provided  in  the  bar  with  hot  and  cold  water. 

When  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955,  came  into  operation 
I drew  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  the  unsatisfactory  conditions 
under  which  meat  and  fish  were  being  sold  at  the  Public  Market 
and  I therefore  welcome  the  new  shops  which  have  been  provided 
for  these  trades  inside  the  market  hall. 

OUTWORKERS— FACTORIES  ACT  1961,  SECTION  133. 

I have  received  only  one  notification  regarding  outworkers 
relating  to  a woman  who  does  commercial  knitting  in  her  own 
home. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES. 

In  January  1962  1 made  a report  fo  the  Health  Committee 
regarding  the  need  for  more  public  conveniences  in  the  town  and 
1 therefore  welcome  the  plans  which  have  been  prepared  and  are 
now  going  ahead  for  two  new  blocks  of  conveniences,  one  adjacent 
to  Lock  Hill  and  one  adjacent  to  the  junction  of  Centenary  and 
Pasture  Roads. 
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CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956- 

Olcl  Peoples  Home,  Airmyn  Road. 

Further  to  the  provisions  of  the  above  Act  I have  received  a 
notice  from  the  County  Architect  informing  me  that  it  is  proposed 
to  instal  two  cast-iron  sectional  boilers  for  central  heating  and 
domestic  hot  water  supply  purposes.  The  boilers  will  be  tired  by 
a bunker  to  boiler  under-feed  automatic  stoker  with  over-lire  jets, 
using  coal  of  the  washed  singles  type. 

OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963. 

The  registration  of  premises  coming  within  the  scope  of  the 
Act  was  started  on  the  1st  May  and  up  to  date  forms  have  been 
returned  for  a total  of  336  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  local 
authority.  These  figures  exclude  offices  attached  to  factories,  crown 
premises,  local  authority  premises  and  certain  other  premises  which 
come  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Factories  Inspector.  I estimate 
that  there  are  50  such  premises  within  the  Borough  and  I have 
already  passed  on  to  the  Factories  Inspector  registration  forms 
relating  to  40  such  premises.  The  work  of  inspecting  the  premises 
for  which  the  local  authority  is  responsible  is  going  steadily  for- 
ward. Further  premises  consisting  of  shops  and  offices,  approxi 
imately  1-10  in  number,  are  exempt  from  the  provisions  of  the  Act 
because  no  persons  are  actually  employed  therein  but  they  require 
to  be  inspected  for  other  purposes.  The  following  table  shows  the 
type  of  premises  now  registered  and  the  number  of  employees.

1 again  drew  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  the  condition  of 
this  dwellinghouse  which  in  my  opinion  is  seriously  detrimental  to 
the  amenities  of  a good  residential  district  and  recommend  that 
steps  be  taken  to  either  acquire  this  house  or  compel  the  owner  to 
put  it  in  decent  condition. 

RODENT  CONTROL. 

One  hundred  and  fifty  eight  complaints  of  rat  infestation  and 
twenty  of  mice  infestation  have  received  attention  during  the  year. 

Infestations  by  both  rats  and  mice  have  risen  considerably 
compared  with  the  previous  year,  a trend  which  is  also  apparent  in 
many  other  urban  areas  of  the  West  Riding  and  which  is  possibly 
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due  to  a generally  mild  winter  followed  by  the  prolonged  and 
exceptionally  dry  and  sunny  weather  experienced  from  May  until 
near  the  end  of  the  year. 

As  the  result  of  complaints  received,  1,827  visits  were  paid  by 
the  Rodent  Operative  in  addition  to  129  visits  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  in  order  to  carry  out  treatment. 

Routine  treatment  of  the  sewers  was  carried  out  during  the 
year,  the  work  being  done  by  Rentokil  Laboratories  Ltd.
